Washington, November 14.—In a 

letter to the Manufacturers’ Record, 
Baltimore, made public tonight, Her- 
bert Hoover pledged himself to assist 
in the economic development of the 
south and also appealed tu southern- 
ers to abandon their traditional demo- 
cratic attitude by declaring the time 
had come for the south to vote in 
national elections on the basis of cur- 
rent issues rather than past: condi- 
tions. 

Hoover's letter, dated November 7, 
the day after election, and addressed 
to Richard H. Edmonds, editor of the 
Manufacturers Record, Baltimore, 
Md., said: 

Text of Letter. 

“I am profoundly appreciative of 
the extremely heavy vote throughout 
the south for Mr. Curtis and myself. 
I accept this vote, not as a personal 
tribute, but as au expression of a de- 
veloping sentiment throughout 
south in behalf of the things for which 
the republican party has stood in this 
campaign; and while desiring to ex- 
press to those who voted for Mr. Cur- 
tis and myself my profound apprecia- 
tion of the honor thus done us, I want 
to make very emphatic that I give full 
credit to those who voted for my op- 
ponent for the sincerity and honesty 
of their convictions. 

“I am not at all unmindful of the 
conditions which for years’ brought 
about the political solidarity of the 
south. I firmly believe, however, that 
the time has come when in all sections 
men and women should vote from 
their convictions as to conditiogs at 
the present time, and not based on 
things of former generations. 

“The safety of this country and its 
continued progress toward that exalt- 
ed position for which providence seems 
to have destined it, can in my opinion 
be best served by a diversity of 
thought and action which will cause 
all of the voters of this country to 
recognize their individual responsibil- 
ity to take part in every political cam- 
paign. 

Urges Citizens To Vote. 

“In every community and _ every 
state, as well as in national elections, 
all the people should recognize their 
duty to express their views on local, 
state and national affairs through the 
ballot box; and in such contests all 
bitterness of spirit should be wiped 
out. However strong may be convic- 
tions or issues before the public, 
these political contests should be 
waged in a spirit of friendly, active 
rivalry, but not in a spirit of bitter 
denunciation of any one party against 
the other. ee !

Solution Sought for Dis- 
parity Between Confer- 
ence Assessments and 
Payments.

Inaugurating a movenient of utmost 
importance, Bishop W. B. Beauchamp, 
presiding over the annual session of 
the North Georgia Methodist confer- 
ence for the third consecutive year, 
called for the members of his cabinet 
and the executive heads of all the 
conference boards, commissions and 
committees to meet with him at 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon to study 
the conditions and seek a solution for 
the problem of abolishing the dispar- 
ity between conference assessments 
and payments made thereon. 

Since taking charge of this episco- 
pal area, Bishop Beauchamp has giv- 
en this matter earnest consideration, 
and has sought to bring to pass such 
a uniform movement in the churches 
as to make it the custom, rather than 
the exception, for all districts to pay 
out in full on a&sessments. By call- 
ing the various executives together 
for consultation he hopes to find a 
solution for the problem. During re- 
cent years payments on assessments 
have ranged around 65 per cent to 
7D per cent. 

Solution Sought. 

More than 50 laymen and minis 
ters attended the special called meet- 
ing, and earnest interest was mani- 
fested in the attempt to find a solu- 
tion to the trying situation now con- 
fronting the denomination.

Trouble Started Saturday, 
Says Passenger Rescued 
From Vestris Wreckage.

New York, November 14.—(/)— 
“Our first night Sut, Saturday night, 
the Vestris began to hit rough weath- 
er. As the night progressed, the 
storm got worse, until, before the 
night was over, we were in the worst 
storm I ever saw on the sea. 

“It was late that night—perhaps a 
little after midnight—that a_ thing 
happened which I believe started the 
trouble that ended in the tragic sink- 
ing of the Vestris. 

“Two big waves hit her, 
simul aneously, bow and stern. The 
ship quivered from end to end. You 
could almost feel her wrenching. The 
next day she developed a leak, and

(Thursday) The all night vigil of the, 
Daijo Sai, the “great thanksgiving” 
of the enthronement ceremonies, ended 


for Emperor Hirohito shortly before 
dawn today. From his mat in the! 
primitive reed-and-thatch hut known 


as the Suki sanctuary, in which for 
the second time last night he had 
made food offerings and prayed to 
the gods of his people, he arose and 


returned to the hall of ablution nearby, |’ 


having completed the most solemn ob- 
servances incumbent on him as high 
priest of the nation. 

In a double ritual of exactly iden- 
tical parts, except that the scene of 
the second was a santuary a few 
feet to the west of its twin, the newly 
enthroned sovereign of Japan offered 
to the gods of the Shinto pantheon 
the first fruits of the first untainted 
harvest of his reign, untainted in the 
sense that it was the first crop sown

‘Women Were Bravest, 


“WOMEN AND CHILDREN FIRST” IRONIC LAW $s 


Says Vestris Survivor

New York, November 14.—Women 

and children were first, in accordance 


with the ancient law of the sea, but, 


most of the women and children per- 
ished and the men were saved. 

That was the irony of the story of 
the Vestris disaster, brought here to- 
d<y by the survivors. 

Not a child, of more than 20 who 
were on board the vessel, was among 
those brought here today. Only four 
women were among the 148, and re- 


ports indicated that hardly more than | 
12 women were saved in all, and per- | 


haps nv children. 

In tke haste and confusion 
the ship was abandoned, the first two 
lifeboats were loaded with women and 
children. 

One boat dropped as efforts were 


being made to lower it to the water. 
The other was dashed against the 
side of the sinking ship and was 
crushed by a falling boom.

Child Was Dead. 

“After floating for some time I saw 
the child was dead. I let it go. Soon 
afterwards I was picked up.” 

Andrew Baradocz, band leader of 
the Vestris, deseribed the loss of the 
second of the first two lifeboats. It 
contained about 17 women and 23 
children, he said. 

“The ship was listing so much that 
the lifeboat stuck against the side of 
the Vestris and couldn't be launched,” 
he recounted. “It was on the port 
side, and the ship was listing so far 
to starboard that the lifeboat would 
not swing out. It broke loose and slid 
down into the water.” 

Harold Walter, an assistant stew- 
ard, described the loss of a third life- 
boat with more women and children 
aboard. 


Childish Voices Scream. 


The boat was close to the Vestris'| 


when the doomed ship made her final 
plunge, Walter said. He believed it 
must have been drawn under by the

“We could hear women and childish 
voice; screaming for help,” he said, 
“but our lifeboat was too far away 
to get to them in time.”

HOOVER TO VISIT 
NICARAGUA ON TRIP 


Mrs. Hoover Will Accom- 
pany President-Elect on 
Goodwill Tour to Latin- 
America. 


Palo Alto, Calif., November 14.— 
(United News.)—President-elect Hoo- 
ver will begin his unprecedented 
Latin-American good-will tour with a 
bold stroke by making his first stop 
in Nicaragua, recently the center, of 
senatorial controversy with the Cool- 


idge administration. 

The tentative itinerary provides for 
a stop at Corinton, on Nicaragua’s 
west coast, it was announced today by 
Akerson, Hoover's assistant. 
From there Hoover is expected to 
make the 27-mile trip to Managua, the 
capital of the recently turbulent coun- 
try. 

The president-elect decided today 
to take Mrs. Hoover with him. He 
also told the state department he pre- 
ferred to travel as a private American 
citizen on this tour instead of as an 
official representative of the United 
States. 

Mrs. Hoover will be accomparied 
by Miss Ruth Fessler, her private 
secretary. Miss Fessler, who is from 
Duluth, Minn., is a graduate of Leland 
Stanford university, which is the alma 
mater of the president-elect and Mrs. 
Hoover.

Two, Using Parachutes, 
Escape as Plane Crashes 
to Earth on Texas High-

San Antonio, Texas, November 14. 
—(#P)—Six men were killed and an- 
other was injured when an army trans- 
port plane crashed this afternoon from 
4,000 feet in the air, ten miles east of 
trooks field, aviation training school 
for the United States army. 

The accident occurred when the 
right wing of the plane broke off from 
the fuselage and the tail piece broke 
away, plunging the plane into a tail- 
spin. It crashed nose first into a cot- 
ton field. 

The six passengers killed were in 
the cabin of the plane.

New York, November 14.—(United 
News.)—One hundred and forty- 
eight survivors of the steamship Ves- 
tris disaster came home from the 
sea today. 

They were landed in New York, 
125 aboard the American Shipper, of 
the American Merchant line, and 23 
aboard the North German Lloyd liner 
Berlin. 

Tonight 55 more were being trans- 
ferred from the French tanker Myriam 
off Sandy Hook and brought to’ New 
York by tug. Tomorrow eight more 
may be landed at Norfolk, Va., from 
the battleship Wyoming. 

That makes 211 who come back 
alive from what started to be a joy- 
ous trip te South America. 

The remaining 108 of the 319 per- 
sons who started on the Vestris’ last 
voyage have been left behind, still 
listed as missing, but with no one 
daring to believe they may be found 
alive. 

When the survivors were safely 
cared for official machinery went into 
action. Lawyers for the eompany in- 
terviewed surviving officers and crew 
members. } 

Probe Begins Today. 

The most startling move was made 
by United States District Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle, who announced 
that he had set 2 p. m., Thursday as 
the hour to begin a formal investiga- 
tion of the disaster, despite the fact 
that the ship is British. He said he 
would act under a clause of the Amer- 
ican law forbidding anyone taking an 
unseaworthy vessel out of an Amer- 
ican port. 

Those who came into port. today 


brought ‘tales freighted with drama 
and with heroism. They mixed these 
with grave charges that Captain Wil- 
liam J. Carey had endangered human 
life unnecessary when he failed to call 
for help at the first sign of trouble. 

But Captain Carey probably had 
his reasons—yet he will never tell 
them. For 40 years he had sailed 
in Lamport & Holt steamers. He 
“came up through the fo’esle,” as the 
sailors say; starting as.a deck boy, 
advancing to ordinary seaman, then 
an able seaman, and finally “winning 
his tieket” and putting on the gold 
braid of an officer of the line. 

When he took the Vestris out of 
port here Jast Baturday he was the 
ranking master of the Lamport & 
Holt fleet. 

Knew Ship Was Gone. 

Then on Monday afternoon he stood 
on the bridge and knew his ship was 
gone. For the first time in his 40 
years at sea Captain Carey gave the 
order to abandon ship. He never had 
lost a boat before. He stood at the 
rail and directed the mate as they 
had the boats lowered away. )

__SCENSUS PLAN FAVORED 


Picichese Is Appointed as 
Representatives of Munici- 
palities Indorse Move.

Indorsement of the proposed desig- 
nation by the census bureau of an 
Atlanta metropolitan area of 190 
square miles was voiced Wednesday 
night by representatives of the vari- 
ous municipalities included in the map 
to be presented to the government bu- 
reau. The municipal representatives, 
meeting with the Greater Atlanta com- 
mittee of the chamber of commerce, 
decided to refer to the committee the 
matter of preparing the way for leg- 
islation to create a sewerage district 
compr@ing a large®portion of Fultou 
and DeKalb counties. 

The sense of the meeting was that 
the proposed metropolitan area map 
should be presented to the mayors 
and councils of the municipalities in 
the proposed area for the passage of 
resolutions favoring its adoption. Hor- 
ace Russell, chairman of the Greater 
Atlanta committee, pointed ont that 
the. adoption of such resofutions by 
the municipalities would aid in the 
plans to have the census bureau ac- 
cept the proposed metropolitan area. 


Increase of Area. 


The city of Atlanta comprises Bf 
square miles in itself, afid the pro- 
posed metropolitan area would include 
1%) square miles. The census bureau 
would give the area credit for popula- 
tion and manufactures, to the benefit 
of. Atlanta and each of the municipali- 
ties in the area, Mr. Russell pointed 
out. The area would inelude Atlanta, 
Decatur, Avondale, Scottdale, Clarks- 
ton, East Point, College Park, Hape- 
ville, and the residential sections near 
Buckhead and out Peachtree road. 

B. S. Barker, executive vice presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, said 
that the idea of having the metro- 
politan area is riot that of annexation, 
but that it would make the district 
appear to better advantage. At a re- 
cent meeting of chamber of commerce 
officials, he was informed that 6&8 
large cities have worked out such 
maps without any opposition, he said. 

Sewerage District Proposed. 

W. A. Hansell, Atlanta's chief of 
construction, presented the sewerage 
district proposal to the composite 
meeting. ard pointed out that the area 
proposed for the district would cover 
the requirements of the next 50 years. 
Mr. Hansell said that the surveys. be- 
ing made by the city at a cost of 
£400,000 will be about three-fourths 
completed by January 1, and that 
the next move is up to the people.

“ary 335 square miles, Mr. Hansell 
said. 


Amendment “Safest Plan.” 


Walter C. Hendrix, member of the 
Fulton county commission, said that 
n constitutional amendment would be 
the safest plan for putting the sewer- 
age district into effect,’ as the con- 
stitutional amendment would make 
the sale of the bonds easier than any 
other method. J. Howell Greene, of 
Decatur, also suggested a constitu- 
tional amendment as the best plan 
for acquiring the district. 

Hugh Couch, former mayor of Col- 
lege Dark, suggested that the men 
present at the meeting present the 
matter to their respective organiza- 
tions for consideration and study. Mr. 
Couch said that a central agency to 
handle the sewerage disposal matter 
certainly is of great importance.

All Had Parachutes. 

Difficulty was experienced in iden- 
tifying the men at Brooks field hospi- 
tal. No arrangements had been made 
tonight for burial of any of the 
bodies. 

All of the victims of the accident 
were members of the Forty-sixth 
school squadron and had volunteered 
to take the flight im_order that non- 
commissioned officers who were slat- 
ed to take the flight to get in flying 
time might attend a football game at 
the field. , 

The wreckage of the plane landed 
nose first in the field and threw the 
men in the forward hold, striking their 
heads against the front end of the 
cabin of the ship. 

All of the men had parachutes 
strapped on, but did not get an op- 
portunity to use them on account of 
the terrific speed at which the plane 
fell after the tail piece and the right 
wing came off. Aviation officers ex-

Merger With Old Christian 
Church Would Greatly 
Augment Membership. 


Representatives from the six Con- 
Eregational conferences of the south- 
east, assembled here for the eighth an- 
nual meeting of the advisory board, 
went on record Wednesday afternoon 
as favoring the proposed merger of 
the 
old Christian church, which, if car- 
ried out,-will give a combined mem- 
bership in the southeast of more than 
45,000 and a national membership of 
more than a million. 

The report of the finding commit- 
tee, which was adopted without a dis- 
senting voice, read as follows: 

“This advisory board wishes once 

gdin to go on record as favoring the 
cbubeset merger of the Christian and 
Congregational denominations. We 
believe that the two bodies are one 
in belief, in spirit and in purpose and 
should not any longer exist separately. 
There is every reason to believe that 
the union of these two bodies would 
greatly «strengthen the cause of prac- 
tical religion in the south and en- 
hance. Christian union throughout the 
country at large.” 

This question will be acted on Ie- 
gaily at the National Council of the 

Congregational churches, which meets 
“next may in Detroit, and at the Gen- 
eral Christian convention, which 
meets in Dafton, Ohio, next October, 
it was announced, and the general be- 
lief-is that the merger will be ef- 
fected.

The supreme court Wednesday hand- 
ed down decision affirming verdicts of | 
trial courts in six cases involving 
capital offenses, one of thei being | 
the case of Hoyt Evans and C, S. | 
Smith, convicted of killing Lee Capes, | 
prohibition officer of Pickens county. 
who were given sentences of life im- 
prisonment by the trial court. 

The killing of Capes was one of the ; 
most gruesome crimes in the criminal] 
history of the state. Capes was stabbed | 
to death and his body, with the head ! 
severed, was taken 40 miles from the | 
scene of the crime and concealed, The | 
corpse later was found and suspicion | 
toward a group of — illicit 
whisky distillers, Evans and Smith 
convicted amd were given sen- 
tences of life imprisonment in Septem | 
ber, 1927. 

At their tria!, the men claimed they ' 
killed Capes in self-defense. The su- 
preme court ruled that there was suf- 
ficient evidence introduced in the trial | 
to establish their guilt and declined to | 
grant new trials.

court was that of John Rushing, negro | 
soldier of C amy) Lenning, sentenced to 
death in the electric chair. Rushing | 
was convicted of killing Susie Jack- 
son, a negro woman.

Because the project is in an _ in- 
ceptive commercial stage, its sponsors 
are keeping their identity and their 
plans confidential at this time. The 
general nature of the scheme _ is 
known, however, and it was learned 
today that demonstrations will soon 
take place before government 
officials in Washington. 

The idea grew out of the develop- 
ment of the “talkies” and the com- 
mon practice among broadcasting sta- 
tions, large and small, of transmit- 
ting programs taken. from’ phono- 
graphie records or pl#er pianos. In- 
stead of using these, the music or 
speech would be reproduced from films 
like those used for the “talkies.” 

Moving pictures by radio often 
mentioned as the tirst prospective 
step in practical television, do not 
enter into the enterprise at all. The 
plan is merely to use either the os- 
cillograph or the “light and dark,” 
methods of imposing sound on films 
and then to broadcast uninterrupted 
programs taken directly off the sound 
track and sent out through the nor- 
mal ether channels. 

The advantage over other mechani- 
cal reproduction is that station an- 
nouncements can be made from the
